Must Be Divorced 


From Collector's 


HOUSTON, 
May 8. — (/P>—Aldro 


Jonks, tax research specialist of 
the University of Texas, told tho 
State Tax Assessor-Collectors' As- 
sociation today that needed reforms 
in tax assessing practices are made 
impossible by political 
influence 


upon elective tax assessors. 
Jobs of assessing and collecting 


taxes are incompatible, he said, and 
such functions should never be per- 
formed by the same man. 


"So long as the human «lement 
enters into the making of assess- 
ments/' Jenks said, "just BO long 
will you find those who attempt to 
exert political influence in the as- 
sessor's office, thereby 
flaunting 
the law and placing the assessor 
in an indefensible position. 


"The assessor should be divorced 


from politics and should hold of- 
fice under civil service or by rea- 
son of appointment. He should not 
be required to go before the voters 
every two years as a political candi- 
date for an office which is purely 
administrative in character 
and 


which ought to have no political 
significance. 
Ho should possess 


skills which should not be subject 
to political preferment. 


"Only when the assessor Is per- 


mitted to use the knowledge and 
ability, judgment and experience 
of himself and his force and when 
he can act with the honesty of pur- 
pose which he has taken an oath 
to do, only then can 
assessment 


standards be raised and county and 
state assessments bo made in the 
manner set out by the law. 


"The plain letter of the Constitu- 


tion and the statutes demands that 
all property should be assessed ac- 
cording to its value. The adoption 
of a more or less scientific system 
of valuation honestly administered 
is the only thing that can provide 
for a square deal to tho taxpayer 
by one of the most over-worked, 
under-paid, worst maligned and im- 
posed upon officials In all govern- 
ment—the assessor."
